To the Editors of the National Journal. 
The following letter contains so 


much good sense and calm disquisition, 
that I conceive it clue to the public to 
hand it to some Editor for publication. 
The writer is a resident of Baltimore, 
once an active politician, but for many 
years he has pieferred the quiet oi'a 
private life : 


BALTIMORE, July' 5th, 1829. 


Sm : I do not agree with you in the 


idea that our free institutions are in 
danger from the present Administra- 
tion, and it is not necessary, that for 
this purpose, I should place my reli- 
ance on the virtue of those who com- 
pose it; my confidence rests in the vir- 
tue and independence of the Senate and 
House of Representatives, and on pub- 
lic opinion, before which, all abuse oi 
power in this country must yield. 
The 


individual who attempts to use power 
for his own purposes, instead of exerci- 
sing it as a trust for the benefit of the 
nation, will not be long in feeling the 
effects of public confidence withdrawn ; 
and, deprived of the public confidence, 
what is then to sustain him ? It is not 
the sword or the bayonet. 
Perhaps it 


is the purse—the application of the pub- 
lic money in the way of appointment to 
offices, and in its other disbursements. 
But then, however corrupting this may 
be, it must fail in purchasing the opin- 
ion of the people at large—and when 
such intention plainly manifests itself, 
it must become odious and disgusting. 
And yet, I must confess, that the cor- 
rupting influence exercised by the pre- 
sent administration over the-press, is 
alarming, as it tends to poison the 
fountains of public information. 


Notwithstanding my confidence in 


the power of public opinion, to purify 
the political atmosphere, yet I must 
admit, that a wicked administration, al- 
though incapable of destroying, or e- 
ven undermining our liberties, may 
entail upon us many serious political e- 
vils. 
The prominent feature in the 


present administration, and the only 
one which lias hitherto distinguished 
it from every other, since the establish- 
ment of the constitution—is the shock- 
ing avowal that the PRESIDENT HAS A 
RIGHT TO PUXISH .HIS ENEMIES, AND RE- 
WAKD HIS FRIENDS. 
This infamous 


sentiment has not only been avowed, 
but acted on, although subsequently, 
as the administration was admonished 
by the sense of public approbation, 
partly excused, and partly denied— 
there can be no doubt, that it is still in 
its full vigor. The President has a 
right to punish his enemies i Are we 
to understand by this, the enemies oi" 
the President considered as an officer of 
the Government—or only the enemies 
of the man, and the candidate ? Here 
is a shocking idea that the public offi- 
cer has a right to use his office for the 
purpose of gratifying vindictive pas- 
sions, for insults done to him as an indi- 
vidual- It was reserved for the pres- 
ent administration, to make such an a- 
vowal. Even in a monarchy it was 
thought magnanimous to pursue a dif- 
ferent course. King Henry the Fifth 
scorned to revenge, in his character of 
royalty, I fie insults ojfered him as Prinr.e 
of Wa'las. Yet the offices belonged to 
him, and he had a right to dispose of 
them as he pleased. 
In Uiis country 


they belong-lo the people; the power of 
appointment may be e:\ercised as 
trust for their good, but it ca 


widely different from the removal, in 
the recess of the Senate, of Collectors 
of Ports, of Postmasters, Marshals, and 
numerous other officers, who'may have 
said or thought in favor of another 
candidate, or whose office may be wan- 
ted to reward some ac.tive partisan— 
some friemf of the President elect. And 
is it possible, that a successful candi- 
date dare"to use my money, to bribe his 
fellow citizens, and reward his adhe- 
rents ? At the late election, upwards 
oi' a million of votes were given ; of 
those, nearly one half was withheld 
from General Jackson—those voters 
contribute their portion of the expense 
of supporting the Government, and 
must their money be used to reward the 
friends of General Jackson ? Say that 
the officer has not been faithful or ca- 
pable; that he has been long in office 
and has grow;1, rich, or ought to have 
grown rich ; but do not pronounce the 
penalty of disqualification, worse than 
that which hung over the poor Catho- 
lic Irish, against nearly half of the vo- 
ters" of the United States, because they 
happened not to think as well of a cer- 
tain indhidua.1, as the majority thought 
of him ? 


It was the duty of a President to have 


forgotten, or rather la liaue known no- 
thing oft/is contest, which preceded his 
elevation, a duty so plain that its per- 
formance scarcely deserves the notice 
of approbation. 
Say that something 


must be allowed to the weakness of hu- 
man nature—sufficient allowance will 
be made, when, in the selection to fill 
vacancies, he gives a preference (o /tis 
friends: but it is monstrous to excuse, 
when we see him hunting out in the re- 
motest parts of the country, those who 
voted against him, as objects Lo feel 
his displeasure, and rewarding adhe- 
rents out of the public treasury. 
In- 


stead of presiding as the head of a fam- 
ily, he appears in the light of a conquer- 
or, dividing among his successful fol- 
lowers the spoil of a conquered coun- 
try. 
Justly, then, is the term proscrip- 


tion applied to those persons who have 
been removed under the circumstan- 
ces just mentioned. Not a day passes 
but we hear of removals on no other 
ground but that of politics ; and this 
without consulting the wishes of the people, 
or their representatives, a.\.\ung which no 
one hitherto has been daring enough to 
disregard. 
A firm Senate may do 


much to correct this mischief—a pliant 
one can only exist when our institutions 
are diverging to decay. 
Although the 


Senate may not be able to oppose an 
effectual check, still a decided tone of 
disapprobation will have its effect. 


The removal of persons from office, 


on account of their political opinions, 
or political prei'erences, I have always 
condemned as anti-republican. The 
free exercise of opinion, of all our 
rights, is the most sacred, for on this 
every other may be said to depend.— 
It is of so delicate a nature, that it 
ought not to be suspected as possible, 
that a free citizen should feel the con- 
sequences of exercising this sacred pri- 
vilege, intended to be guaranteed to 
him by the Constitution'. It were bet- 
ter that a bad ojjictr should be permit- 
ted to remain in office, than to give rise 
for a single moment to the surmise, 
that the free exercise of his opinion, 
was visited upon him, even with a frown. 
When we cease to be tenacious of this 
?"ght, !t is o' very little consequence 
•what may be the form of our Govern- 
ment. 
But is it not monstrous, that an

The endorser could not conve- 
niently pay the amount without extra 
bank accommodations. 
To procure 


this, he was obliged to prevail on anoth- 
er friend to endorse for him in'his turn. 
The 8,000 dollars were paid; but,--as 
one good turn deserves another, the 
gentleman could not, when called upon 
by the friend who had assisted him in 
his first dilliculty, refuse to put his 
name on his friend's paper. The sec- 
ond friend failed, and the gentleman 
found himself responsible for debts to 
the amount of 15,000 dollars. 
The 15,- 


000 dollars were paid, through the as- 
sistance of a third friend who I hen'wan- 
ted no bank accommodation. 
In time, 


however, he called for a recipi-ocation 
of the favor he had conferred. 
The 


gentleman could not refuse. The third 
friend broke. 
And the gentleman 


found that his original endorsement of 
notes to the amount of 8,000 dollars had 
involved him in debt to the amount of 
60,000 dollars. 
Such is our commer- 


cial system. Change the amounts to 
suit different cases, and this paragraph 
will serve as the history of hundreds 
and thousands of the American people. -

sound of the last trumpet; he did not, 
however, lose much time in beating his 
forehead and tearing- his beard; he 
proceeded with great firmness of mind 
to give judicious orders, but- the fire 
was too widely spread, and the con- 
sternation of the crew too excessive to 
admit of any good being done. 
While 


he gave commands to intercept the 
flames that were already playing down 
the main-top-mast,he heard the cry from 
below, that the lower deck was on fire, 
and numbers of his men rushed by him 
and leaped into the sea. It was in 
vain he ran from place to place, at- 
tempting by prayers and threats lo es- 
tablish something like a unity and pur- 
pose of action—the fellows had lost 
their reason in their extreme fear. It 
was all in vain thai he drew forth his 
splendid purse, and scattered its rich 
contents before them—what was money 
to a man who fell thai, if he lingered for 
a mininc, he should be .sent into the air 
on ibc wings of gunpowder ! Some of 
our boats had caught on 1m*; others 
-were lowered, and you will not wonder 
thai they were all swamped or upset by 
the numbers lhal rushed into them.— 
Meanwhile ihe fire spread, and spread 
—at each instant it might reach tin- 
powder magazines—the gmis too, that

1 was a worn-out spirit-broken man—1 
was going to throw myself overboard, 
when u Greek, a townsman of mine, as 
brave and clever a. lad as ever lived, 
caught hold of my arm and drew me 
asicie.

I followed my adviser to the bow of

succeeded in embarking- his treasures 
and \aluablcsj and he was descending 
the ship's side, when a number of fran- 
tic Turks leaped into the boat, and 
down-she went, mahmoudiers," golden 
coffee-cups, amber pipes, shawls, Turks 
and all ! It has been generally said 
that the Captain Pacha was killed in 
the boats by the fall of part of the 
ship's masts; but this, 1 can assure 
you, is not correct-—he was blown up 
with the ship. 
As I was getting- over 


the bows, J saw'him through the smoke 
and llames, standing- with his back a- 
gainst the bulwark, his hands crossed 
on his breast, and his head raised to- 
wards the heavens, which looked piti- 
lessly and on fire ; and one of my com- 
panions afterwards assured me he saw 
him in the same position the very mo- 
ment before the final explosion. 


Of the explosion itself I can say lit- 


tle, but that it was indeed tremendous 
—I remember nothing but a dreadful 
roar, and astounding- shock, a burst of 
flames that seemed to threaten the con- 
flagration of theglobe,and a rain of fiery 
matter that fell thick, and hissed in the 
troubled sea like ten thousand serpents. 
The shock threw vs nearly all from the 
bows; some, though not many, were 
killed by the falling- timbers, the rest 
swam off for shore., from which we 
were still distant more than a mile.— 
My limbs had no longer the strength 
and activity that in former iimes ena- 
bled me to swim from Stanchio to Cal- 
ymna; but. with the assistance of a 
floating fragment, T did very well, and 
was among the foremost of the Greeks 
who reached the light-house, that 
stands on Scio's ancient and ruined 
mole. 
On looking- back at the wreck, 


the fore-part of the ship appeared still 
afloat, and the fore-mast erect, but they 
soon parted, and the next clay nothing 
was seen of the immense ship, but mi- 
nute and innumerable fragments scat- 
tered on the water and on the shore of 
the island. Of about nine hundred per- 
sons in all, who were on board, only 
eighty-three escaped, and among thebe 
as far as 1 could ascertain, llierc. i>;(is nol 
one Tv.t'k! 
Many unfortunate Greek 


prisoners or slaves perished with the 
ship, and among them, three young 
Sciolc children.

A 'new Barometer.—Observations on 


a Leech, made by a Gentleman in En- 
gland, who kept one several years for 
llie purpose of a Weather glass.—A 
phial of water, containing a leech, was 
kept in ihe lower frame of a chamber 
window^ sash, so that, when I looked in 
the morning, 1 could know what would 
be the weather the following day. 


If the weather prove serene and beau- 


tiful, the leech lies motionless al the 
bottom of the glass, and rolled together 
in u .spiral form. 


If it rain before or after noon, it is 


found crept up to the lop of its lodging, 
and there remains till ihe weather is 
settled. 


If we are lo have wind, ihe poor pris- 


oner gallops through its limpid habita- 
tion with amazing swiftness, and sel- 
dom rests till il begins to blow hard. 


If a remarkable storm of thunder and 


rain is io succeed, for some clays before, 
iilodges almost continually without the 
water, and discovers uneasiness in vio- 
lent throes and convulsive motions. 


In the frost, as in clear weather, it

There are specimens of 
bones to be seen at No. 300, Broadway, 
a few doors above the Masonic Hall, 
which must have belonged to an ani- 
mal as big- as the Park Theatre.

Warsaw^ May 26.—The campaign on

some time ago to Czernowody. Count 
tHebilsch bavingcollecfed many troops 
there, advanced on the 33lh of May, al 
the head of 21 battalions, 16 squadrons 
of cavalry, and some regiments of 
Cossacks, by way of Kuzgoun, towards 
Silistria. The great road bv way of 
Kasserrat was stijl under water, in con- 
sequence of the overflowing of ihe Dan- 
ube, and ihe troops hud difficulties of 
ail kinds to overcome in consequence 
of the badness of ihe roads, but the i- 
dea of marching against the enemy 
caused them to bear all hardships, with 
the greatest zi'-.n.

gotiation of a Commercial Treaty with 
(Jrcat Britain, in which, by way of ex- 
change for the liberty of trade with 
her colonies, we are to surrender a por- 
tion of our duties on her woollen oro- 
ther in an td'uc. Lures, invite a woi'd or 
two of re mark. 


The New York Evening Post uses 


the following language on this subject: 


"If the result of this •Negotiation 


should be, a.s \ve hope it will, a restora- 
tion ofonr intercom se \vuh theColonies, 
and a more enlarged commerce with 
the whole of the British dominions, it 
will distinguish all who may share in 
framing such a treaty, and render the 
present administration illustrious.— 
The luielligencer need not be alarmed 
at any incredible absurdity of its own 
creation—nor need oilier Journals be 
apprehensive for the fate of our man- 
ufactures; it i.s not the policy of the 
present administration to neglect or 
sacrifice any of our interests—but it is 
its duty to protect them all. If, in the 
progress of our negotiation with Great 
Britain, the interest of our navigation, 
our commerce, and our agriculture, 
may be promoted without Injury to our 
manufactures, it will be the duty of the 
administration to secure such advanta- 
ges by the permanent obligation of a 
treaty. 
It will not be necessary in 


forming- such a treaty, to break down, 
on either side, those barriers v\ hid), to 
use the language of our adversaries, 
pt'Oleci the industry of the two coun- 
tries ; but (o do justice to all branches 
of industry in both countries, and to a- 
void the evil of encouraging one at the 
expense of'he others, some stipulation 
should be made to abolish prohibitory 
dudes on both sides. 
We will 
not, 


however, anticipate this question— 
we can only hope that some such treaty 
will be made. 
Whenever it may be 


announced, \ve shall cheerfully meet our 
adversaries, and refer the question to 
the just and patriotic decision of the 
grain-growing- interest of the country 


These observations, from that quar- 


teiywe consider as confirming the "ru- 
mor53 which is afloat; because they 
justify the thing that is rumored, and 
applaud the treaty, before it is made, 
by which the manufacturers of the 
country are to be put in jeopardy, to se- 
cure, perhaps, some privilege large 
sounding-but of no consequence ; \o 
purchase, perhaps, those rights of com- 
mercial intercourse which the late ad- 
ministration patriotically refused to ac- 
cept as a boon. 
And an appeal is to 


be made to "the grain-growing inter- 
est of the country"- to sustain whatever 
may be clone in this respect, because, 
we suppose, some nominal relaxation 
in the British "corn-laws" will form a 
feature in this great diplomatic enter- 
prize. 


The Evening Post, it is well known, 


has means of information of the views 
of this administration, not inferior to 
those possessed by any other Journal 
at a distance from the seat of govern- 
ment; and the effect of its remarks is 
strongly to confirm the impression 
made upon our minds, by what we 
have seen, that Mr. MC-LAXK'S and Mr.

its legal effect be tried afterwards. 


Mr. JONKS. This is the only correct 


course. 
The verdict must be received 


and entered, and its legal effect settled 
afterwards. 


Mr. Kiev. The -verdict amounts to 


nothing-; it is neither for the defendant 
nor against him. It is necessary to 
have a verdict on the indictments; and, 
as this is not such an one, it cannot be 
received. 


Considerable discussion 
followed, 


and authorities were cited by the coun- 
sel on both sides, to sustain their res- 
pective views. After some conversa- 
tion between the Court and the "bar, in 
which Mr. COXK objected to the course

These were chartered for nv0 
months. 
The fleet laid to off the Mo- 


re until the morning of the 6th, wai- 
ting for the Scbrano'r4, Admiral La- 
horde's flag ship, which did not get 
out of the harbor till that time. 


The Havana papers, to the 8th inst. 


are wholly silent as to the destination 
and objects of this expedition, and 
merely mention the fact of its havin» 
gone to sea.

ed, the Br. Govt. schooner Monkey, 
Lieut. Cole, in company with the Spa- 
nish brig Providence, arrived, with a 
cargo of 350 slaves, which the schoon-

complement of 26 men 
is pierced for 38, and vnounls 
and 56 men.
